and profaned by the Gnojficks and others, and drew 
on {uch degrees of Familiariry as became at laft che 
Scandai of Chriftianity. But a Holy Ka/s, in the 
Senfe of the Apoftie, was fuch as was to bea 
Piedge of Chaft and Spiricual Love.
